As. ‘the 
months go by this bulk of men and 
money is bound to win the war for 
the allies, but it is going to be an aw- 
ful drain on all the nations before 
victory. comes. 

“The year drawing to a close has 
been a bitterly disappointing one for 
the’ allies: Germany has made great 
headway, anl though not entirely in 
the direction -she wanted to go. But 
she has got Toland, and she still 
holds Belgium, while Serbia is crush- 
. If Germany could make peace .to- 
day I believe she would be willing to 
upon holding part, if not all of Poland, 
and upon getting back Alsace-Lor- 
raine from France and her South 
African colonies from England. Such 
a-silly peace never would be accepted 
by the allies.
